Volunteers descend on county 
to offer hope, help

Where is Christ? 

WilliamstownUnitedMethodist 
Pastor Barry Robinson said that is 
the question many asked when a 
devastating March tornado ripped 
through Crittenden leaving prop¬ 
erty and homes in destruction. 

As the pews of the church over¬ 
flowed Saturday with willing vol¬ 
unteers to help tornado victims in 
Grant and surrounding counties, 
Robinson provided the answer. 

“Today, you all are going to a 
lot of different places,” he said. 
“You are going to people who are 
hurting. Some of you are going to 
a person whose house was 
destroyed by the twister and they 
lost everything. They have been 


hurting and they have been won¬ 
dering, where is Christ? Well, 
Christ is going to show up in a pair 
of blue jeans with a hammer in his 
hand on top of a roof fixing that 
roof for them.” 

The volunteers, many in neon 
green T-shirts, were part of Impact 
Kentucky, a state-wide initiative 
of United Methodist Churches that 
went into communities across the 
state using more than 700 volun¬ 
teers to repair homes and busi¬ 
nesses damaged by the spring’s 
tornadoes, as well as distributing 
clothes and food and hosting a 
free carnival. 

The day that the group prayed 
would show that “Hope Reigns”

Grant improves, Williamstown ranks high in ACT results

Grant County High School saw 
improvements and Williamstown 
High School remained highly ranked 
in recently released ACT results. 

The data released by the 
Kentucky Department of Education 
is from high school juniors who 
took the test during the 2011-12 
school year. 

Since 2008, state law has man¬ 
dated all of Kentucky’s public 
school juniors participate in the 
ACT, which assesses English, read¬ 
ing, mathematics and science and is 
scored on a scale of 1 to 36. 


At Williamstown High School, 
50 juniors took the test and received 
an average composite score of 20.8, 
which is down slightly from the 

21.3 average score of the junior 
class two years ago. 

While the school ranked 11th in 
the state last year for their scores, 
WHS ranks 21 st out of230 Kentucky 
high schools and tied for fifth among 
northern Kentucky high schools this 
year. 

The now-senior group also have 
jumped nearly three points from a 
composite score of 18.1 in the ACT- 
like PLAN test in 10th grade. 

“This continues to place us in the 
top 10 percent of the state,” said

with different demographics, taking 
the test. It would be like comparing 
apples to oranges. Instead, we look 
at the particular group, over a period 
of time, and see that they are increas¬ 


ing academic achievement. We find 
that our students are increasing their 
academic scores, and as seniors in 
our building this year, will continue 
with learning as it is the district’s 
mission to have all students college 
and career ready.” 

WHS scored a 21.1 in English, 

20.3 in math, 21.1 in reading and 

20.4 in science, all scores above the 
state average. 

While Grant County did not meet 
the state composite average of 19, 
the juniors’ score of 18.7 was up 
from the score of 17.8 for 2010-ll’s 
junior class.

The former teacher, coach, principal, 
truant officer and 4-H agent has left Grant 
County to be Carroll County’s newest 4-H 
agent.

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

Bumper fig crop 
after mild winter 

A fter I finish writing this column I 
need to go pick figs. Every other 
day seems to be right on in order to 
harvest ripe fruit. It takes some finesse because 
it is the soft texture of the fruit that reveals 
ripeness not necessarily the color. And picking 
only ripe fruit is the goal: figs do not improve 
if picked under ripe so if it feels firm leave it 
on the shrub. 

In a normal year-whatever that is-we can 
expect to begin harvesting in late September 
or early October. If the summer is hot and dry 
expect earlier; if it’s a nice summer expect 
later. This year it proves to be much earlier 
because of two things: a mild winter and a 
hot, dry summer. Typically, in Kentuckiana, 
figs get killed back to the ground each winter 
but once the plant’s roots are established figs 
prove hardy. 

The tried and true varieties for Kentuckiana 
include ‘Brown Turkey’ and ‘Celeste’ and our 
local garden centers will reflect this. Others 
that claim root hardiness here include ‘Hardy 
Chicago’, ‘Excel’ and ‘Nordland’. Figs are 
shallow rooted but the roots become dense 
and woody so once the fig has a few years in 
the ground it is likely it will persist for years 
to come. From time to time we have the old 
wood winter over successfully, like we did 
this year, which means we get a heavier and 
earlier crop. The average year proves a decent 
harvest and the taste of the fruit improves if 
we remain hot and dry. 

Figs in Kentuckiana 

Plant your figs in a location that is well- 
drained and add lots of organic matter from 
compost or composted manure. Organic matter 
holds moisture while 
maintaining good 

drainage. Figs will not be 
happy in clayey water¬ 
logged soils. If figs are 
happy they will increase 
in size dramatically each 
year (even if the top dies 
back each year) so give 
them plenty of room. Full 
sun is necessary for a 
good crop and if you plant 
on the south side of a 
building your chances of 
successfully over¬ 
wintering old wood 
increase two-fold. 

Once your plants are 
established there is not 
much more to do except harvest and cut back 
old dead canes in the spring of the year (after 
you are certain it is dead wood.) before new 
growth begins at the base of the plant. Use the 
canes as plant supports in the garden, they are 
quite attractive. 

Mediterranean Figs 

The first year in the ground irrigate when 
necessary but after that figs will actually 
produce a better crop if they stay on the dry 
side. They are native to the Mediterranean so 
the more Mediterranean we are the better. 
Don’t have high expectations in terms of 
flavor if the season is cool and rainy. Using 
compost as mulch around the plant is adequate 
fertilizer maintenance. 

I have been selling my figs to Courtney 
Farms CSA subscribers so I have not had to 
do too much processing of the bumper crops 
but I have manage to throw some in the 
freezer to use in winter savory-sweet lamb 
dishes and for stuffing pork loins. I have also 
managed to dry some for our winter dried fruit 
concoction of all the fruit we grow on the 
farm. And last but not least just pop them in 
your mouth. Figs are great with goat, feta or 
other soft sheep’s milk cheese with a sprinkle 
of a savory herb like rosemary or sage.. .smear 
it all on a baguette or roll it in pancetta or 
thinly sliced country ham. They are also great 
grilled, with ice cream or with your morning 
cereal. And, yes, you can grow figs in 
Kentuckiana.

RELIGIOUS VIEWS 

What, me willing? 

L ast week we had communion at my church and I 
didn’t get to be a server. I’m not sure why not, 
although I’m pretty sure it was nothing personal. It’s 
highly unlikely that the person who makes the list up looked 
at my name and thought “We don’t like her anymore. Ha ha 
ha.” 

Whatever the reason, I didn’t make the servers’ list for 
that week. 

When I got the email news that I had been cut, I was 
shocked. After all, I’m the Saturday- night-grape-juice/ 
bread-over-on-the-left-side-of-the-sanctuary- girl. 

Harry Austin, who sits in the pew behind me, is one of my 
best regular customers. I’m not sure I like the idea of some¬ 
one else telling him, ‘This is the body of Christ, broken for 
you” and “This is the blood of Christ, shed for you.” 

But, as the e-mail explained they (whoever they are) 
wanted to shake things up a bit. Just because this is the way 
we always do things doesn’t mean that’s the way we’ll 
always do things. 

Churches sometimes get stuck that way. 

The email writer then asked if I’d be willing to be an 
usher instead. 

It was the word “willing” that tripped me up. 

Would I be willing? Am I not willing not to do something 
I love doing, something that has become my passionate 
avenue of service? 

I don’t do nursery, I don’t fold bulletins. Frankly, I don’t 
do a whole lot at the church other than take up pew space. 

To be honest, I’m not all that willing. (There’s that word 
again.) 

And I hate that about myself. 

So, now I’m feeling guilty. I mean, after all Jesus has done 
for me, I’m wrestling with being wilhng/unwilling to do 
what? Be an usher at church? Take 10 minutes to walk up 
and down a church aisle? 

That should be a no-brainier. Jesus died for me - point me 
to the aisle you want me to usherize. 

Except. 

Except something in me - it has to be sin; what else could 
it be? - shouted “No, I don’t 
want to be an usher. I want to 
be the grape juice girl and serve 
communion to Harry Austin 
and say “This is the body/ 
blood of Christ broken/shed for 
you.” 

I swear, sometimes I’m 7, 
not 57. 

Yes, I realize how trivial 
this sounds but it speaks to 
deeper issues. One: who am I 
serving with my service? I’m 
in church doing a churchy 
thing, so it looks like I’m serv¬ 
ing God. But I know full well 
that my service as a communion server gives me great 
delight and serving God should bring delight. There’s noth¬ 
ing wrong with that. 

However, there’s an awful lot of “me” and “my” in my 
service. I like it. I want it. I will be sad if you take it away 
from me. 

Another issue: balking at my willingness to do something 
else. A true servant doesn’t pick and choose her task for her 
master. A tme servant does what she’s asked or told to do. 

Is that what it means to be a Christian? Are we to do 
whatever the church asks, whether we like it or not? 

What about guilt? Is that a good enough reason to be an 
usher for a day? Guilt is an excellent motivator but can it 
sustain me? 

After all Jesus has done for me, I should just suck it up, 
quit whining like a little girl and be an usher. Put on my Mary 
Sunshine/Victory in Jesus face and “fake it ‘til I make it.” 

Except God will see right through that and my service 
will stink like rotten fish. 

As it turned out, I couldn’t make it to church Saturday 
night, so I wouldn’t have been able to be a communion 
server or an usher after all. 

But that doesn’t put to rest the deeper issue of willingness 
and guilt and service that pleases God. 

The tmth is I’ll never love God the way I should and my 
service will always be tainted with self. 

Sometimes I think the best I can offer is the willingness 
to be willing. 

Maybe even willing to be willing to willing. 

It’s not admirable but it’s a start.

Deer archery season 
begins Sept. 1 

When Kentucky’s 2012-2013 deer sea¬ 
son opens with the beginning of archery 
hunting Sat., Sept. 1, there will be plenty of 
reasons for hunters to be optimistic. 

Last deer season was arguably the state’s 
best ever. A record 68 bucks taken in 
Kentucky qualified for entry into the Boone 
& Crockett record books, a record for the 
state. 

Kentucky hunters also posted the fourth 
best overall harvest withl 19,656 deer, the 
highest total since the 2008-09 season. In 96 
of Kentucky’s 120 counties, hunters bagged 
more deer than in the 2010-2011 deer sea¬ 
son. 

“If you manage with an eye toward over¬ 
all herd quality, the trophies will come,” said 
Tina Bmnjes, deer and elk program coordi¬ 
nator for the Kentucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources. 

Good habitat, aggressive doe harvest and 
the one-buck limit are thought be the main 
reasons why Kentucky has developed a 
quality deer herd with ample hunting oppor¬ 
tunities in all 120 counties. 

The trophy deer taken in Kentucky last 
season included 52 bucks with typical ant¬ 
lers scoring 160 or higher and 16 bucks with 
non-typical antlers scoring 185 or higher. 
The deer came from 44 different Kentucky 
counties: from Fulton County in the west to 
Pike County in the east. A decade ago, 
Kentucky produced just 34 Boone & 
Crockett record book deer. 
Weather, one factor that biologists can’t con¬ 
trol, often has a big impact on how many 
deer are available to hunters and how many 
are harvested. 

It’s too early to fully assess the impact of 
this summer’s drought, which has affected 
about two-thirds of the state.

The school’s scores were in the top 
five most improved in northern 
Kentucky. 

“The results confirm that we are 
moving in the right direction,” said 
Jennifer Wright, Grant County Schools 
assistant superintendent for curriculum. 
“We made progress in every single con¬ 
tent area.” 

“We certainly want to be above state 
averages and we are close,” she said. 
“English and math are within .4 points of 
the state average, science is within .3 
points and reading is just .1 away from 
the state average. Our real goal is to 
ensure that each and every one of our 
students have met the benchmarks and 
are college and career ready.” 

The average scores for GCHS in the 
ACT content areas were 18 in English, 
18.4 in math, 18.9 in reading and 18.8 in 
science. 

Two hundred and sixty-five GCHS 
students took the ACT. 

Along with efforts in the classroom, 
GCHS juniors received a little extra 
motivation last year for taking the ACT. 

The group attended Northern 
Kentucky University and took the test on 
a college campus. 

On the morning of the assessment, 
each student received a good luck break¬ 
fast and an individual letter written by a 
staff member who adopted them for the 
day. 

“As they loaded the buses, they were 
able to read their letter of encouragement 
and really get a feel for the purpose of 
taking the test,” Wright said. “This year’s 
juniors will take the test at Thomas More 
College while receiving a new wave of 
encouragement from our district employ¬ 
ees.” 

To help achieve successful test results, 
Middleton said that teachers and staff 
use student data to build on individual 
student strengths and enhance any weak¬ 
nesses. 

Teachers also collaborate to help stu¬ 
dents gain the knowledge and skills 
needed to tackle the ACT. 

“Most importantly, our students are 
extremely receptive to the help they 
receive and are genuinely concerned for 
their scores,” Middleton said. “We have 
the community, parents, and teachers to 
thank for this because they share with 
students the importance of learning and 
growing in order to pave the way for a 
successful future. 

The ACT results also help gauge the 
students’ college readiness in English, 
reading and math by establishing bench¬ 




marks for them to reach in each content 
area. 

The benchmarks set include a score 
of 20 in reading, 18 in English and 19 in 
math. 

At Williamstown, 78 percent met the 
English benchmark while 54 percent and 
62 percent met math and reading bench¬ 
marks, respectively. 

“Not only are our benchmark per¬ 
centages all above state averages, but 
they show an improvement over previ¬ 
ous data for this group of students,” 
Middleton said. “This is extremely

important as these scores indicate we are 
preparing students to be successful in 
credit bearing courses in college, which 
approximately 90 percent of our students 
enroll in upon graduating from high 
school.” 

Grant County High School, which 
had more than five times as many stu¬ 
dents take the test, had 50.9 percent meet 
the English benchmark, 35.1 percent 
meet the math benchmark and 42.3 per¬ 
cent meet the reading benchmark. 

“Our state has adopted very rigorous 
academic benchmarks,” Wright said. 
“We agree with this high standard and 
acknowledge that all districts, Grant 
County included, have much work to 
do.” 

“As a district we are implementing 
systemic changes that we believe will 
result in steadily increasing student 
achievement,” she said. “These mea¬ 
sures include increased accountability in 
the classroom at all levels, teachers 
receiving professional training, more 
attention to individual student needs and 
the mastery of literacy embedded into 
every content. As these measures con¬ 
tinue, we anticipate an increase in ACT 
scores each year.”

“I’ve had success in that time because 
of the wonderful people in Grant County 
who have stepped up and gave generously 
of their time to our youth,” she said. 

“The 4-H program is absolutely the 
product of volunteers and I appreciate the 
collaboration of the community, including 
volunteers and businesses who have made 
it what it is.” 

The accomplishment she’s most proud 
of is that outdoor learning center on hilly 
land behind GCMS. 

With the help of the Grant County Soil 
Conservation District, hard work from 
volunteers and staff such as Lamar Fowler, 
the 4-H program assistant, a cabin has been 
built on the site, as well as constmction is 
underway on an Indian village. Countless 
programs on nature, plants and soil conser¬ 
vation have been taught. 


“Once the land was purchased, we 
wrote a five-year plan and two years into 
and it’s way better than I could have imag¬ 
ined,” she said. 

Carroll County has been without an 
agent for about five years. Agents are 
employees of the University of Kentucky’s 
Cooperative Extension Program. They are 
hired by UK but then work with volunteer 
councils in their counties. 

“4-H is not just about competition, it’s 
about teaching life skills. There’s just so 
many possibilities with 4-H and that’s what 
I want to bring to Carroll County,” she 
said. 

Grant County has a 40-member exten¬ 
sion council. Part of her job in Carroll 
County will be to recmit new council 
members. 

“An agent is merely there to see that 
UK’s policies are carried out,” she said. 


“The council is the backbone of the pro¬ 
gram.” 

She’ll also be conducting a survey to 
see what the residents of Carroll County 
want in their program. Then begins the 
recruitment of volunteers. 

“It’s all really exciting,” she said. “I like 
to meet new people.” 

She’s an advocate of education and 
youth. 

“As far as developing leadership in 
young people, there’s no better or more 
successful program than 4-H,” she said. 

With her “can-do” attitude and resolu¬ 
tion for children, Doyle started her new job 
on Monday, Aug. 20. 

A car accident, in which another driver 
forced her off the road and into two trees on 
her way home from work after her first day, 
didn’t stop her from being back on the job 
on Aug. 21.

After 40 years, Austin says goodbye to Tire City Inc.

Richard Austin is ready for a 
change. 

Austin has decided it is time to 
move on from Tire City Inc. after 
four decades in the business. 

“After 40 years, I’m getting a 
little tired,” he said. “There’s not 
a lot of people who have worked 
40 years at a place. I’d like to 
slow down, but still be 
involved.” 

Tire City’s origins started in 
1946 when George Powers start¬ 
ed selling tires at Powers Home 
and Auto in Williamstown, 
according to Austin. 

After the business grew, Austin 
said the owners decided to open 
Tire City in 1963 in an old soft- 
ball factory located where Lilly’s 
Body Shop now operates. 

Austin joined Tire City in 1972 
as manager when the shop was 
located in an old skating rink 
across from where Vineyard 
Church now stands. 

“There are so many more tire 
lines now and so many sizes,” he 
said. “That’s one of the big things 
in trying to keep stock and inven¬ 
tory. Every time they bring out a 
new model of a car, you have two 
or three size tires that will fit 
maybe that particular model.” 

The following year Austin 
became a part¬ 


ner, alongside 


Powers, Dick Jacob and Lyle 
Rogers, when he purchased Jim 
Conrad’s interest in the business. 

In 1985, Austin bought out the 
remaining partners and built the 
current Tire City location on Main 
Street in Williamstown. 

“I started in 1969 with my 
uncle in Covington at a tire store 
down there,” he said. “I’ve always 
been kind of a car guy myself 
anyway. I like to be around auto¬ 
mobiles and I like dealing with 
people and to serve the people.” 

When Austin decided he was 
going to retire he initially was 
going to shut the business down 
as well. 

Fortunately for loyal custom¬ 
ers of the Williamstown business, 
TCI will not be closing its doors. 

Austin is in the process of sell¬ 
ing Tire City to Hans Philippo, 
whose other businesses include 
Condor Auto Body and Paint 
Shop in Williamstown and 
Holland Roofing. 

“It couldn’t have a better 
owner than Hans,” Austin said. 
“He’s been a friend of ours and 
customer of ours for a long time. 
I think it’s great you’re still going 
to have local ownership.” 

Philippo has been getting his 
tires and alignment done at Tire 
City since he moved to Grant 
County from Holland 34 years 
ago.

ic in Holland, Philippo said he 
always wanted to have a garage at 
a young age, but he got into the 
roofing businesses instead. 

“I’ve been a long, long-time 
customer,” he said. “So when I 
saw, ‘Oh, he’s going to close,’ I 
thought I’d prefer seeing it open. 
It’s more than one reason, but one 
of the reasons is to satisfy me 
with a car business and obviously 
I hate to see jobs go out of Grant

CENTER 

Inside 
the Jail 

by Terry Peeples, Jailer 

As an elected official, a public servant and in my role as 
Grant County Jailer, I believe it is imperative to regularly 
report to the citizens we serve and protect. 

Since being elected in November of 2010,1 have worked with 
my staff to provide, in an effective manner, the highest degree 
of security for the citizens of Grant County and safety for both 
inmates and staff. 

We have revamped and greatly enhanced the training for our 
deputies and staff. Training is knowledge, and we continually 
provide our staff with the knowledge necessary to efficiently 
perform what is a very difficult job. Our current training 
program includes 127 video-taped training sessions developed 
especially for jails. Titles such as “Be Aware of the Con Game” 
and “Suicide Prevention” provide our staff the knowledge 
necessary to effectively handle situations that arise with 
inmates. 

Under my administration, deputies and staff must complete at 
least 40 hours of training. The Department of Corrections 
requires only 16 hours. This leads to a safer facility and a safer 
community. 

Government spending is always a concern of the public; it 
concerns us as well, and we go great lengths to save Grant 
County taxpayers money while ensuring their tax dollars are 
wisely and prudently spent. 

The Grant County Detention Center can house up to 350 
inmates. The capacity allows us to house state inmates at a rate 
of $31 a day, which is paid by the state. That money goes 
toward operating the jail and reduces the amount of funding the 
Grant County Fiscal Court pays to maintain the jail. These day- 
rate fees can be significant. In late July, for instance, we had 
285 state inmates in the jail, resulting in fees of $8,835 for just 
one day. 

We have built a broad network with other county jails that, 
due to overcrowding and other circumstances, frequently send 
us their state prisoners. 

You may at times see inmates working in the community. 
Rest assured they are non-violent inmates known as Class D 
felons that are closely supervised by trained personnel. Rather 
than sit in their cells, these inmates work on numerous projects 
throughout the county, helping keep our community clean by 
picking up trash along roadways and maintaining cemeteries 
and the areas around historical markers. 

Female inmates also work in the Class D community service 
program as well as outside the jail. In the jail, the female 
inmates work in the kitchen and laundry and outside they 
perform maintenance, janitorial and other services at locations 
such as the county courthouse and the county animal shelter. 

Any inmate that causes problems while on a Class D 
assignment loses work privileges. I have cracked down on 
some inmates that refused to play by the rules, and now they no 
longer participate in the program. 

While it is our job to incarcerate inmates, we are also 
responsible for their health and safety. Since taking office I 
have added a 24-hour medical staff. Inmates have regular 
access to a mental health professional that can adjust inmates’ 
medications. This was an important step in maintaining the 
overall order and control of the facility, and it provides the 
services inmates require and we are mandated to provide. 

Again, I wanted to take this opportunity to inform the 
citizens, the voters and the taxpayers that the leadership and 
staff strive daily to provide and maintain a professionally- 
operated detention center that saves money, provides for the 
safety of the public and the inmates and does its part to give 
back to the community.

began with a brief worship 
service featuring two songs 
and a message from 
Robinson. 

“You go out and serve 
and you’re going to do all 
things in Jesus Christ,” he 
said to the group. “You’re 
going to help others and they 
are going to see the face of 
Jesus by your actions and 
your service.”

“I just felt that we needed 
to help out,” she said.

Franks stopped at the first 
house she saw in Harvesters 
with a Impact Kentucky sign 
in the yard. 

After borrowing a lawn- 
mower from a Lexington 
man, she got to work cutting 
the knee-high grass at the 
vacant home while her sons 
gathered weeds and debris. 

“It’s a good experience 
for them,” Franks said. “It’s 
doing God’s work. That’s 
why we are out here.” 

To entertain children 
impacted by the tornado, a 
free carnival with bouncy 


houses, rides and free hot 
dogs also was held in 
Crittenden outside of 
Harvesters. 

Christina Arce, who 
brought her 7-year-old 
daughter Lyric to the carni¬ 
val, said her 14- and 18-year- 
old children were at their 
grandparents’ home in The 
Harvesters when the tornado 
hit. 

“They were just scared 
dramatically because they 
weren’t expecting it,” she 
said. “My 14-year-old was 
very traumatized. Now, any¬ 
time a storm comes, she gets 
really scared thinking some¬ 
thing’s going to happen. She 
said it sounded like a train 
going by and they could hear 
all the debris and glass being 
broken. The neighbors lost 
the whole side of their house. 
You could literally see right 
inside their house.”

her mom went underneath 
the stairs in the basement to 
ride out the storm. 

However, her stepdad 
was at the doctor’s office in 
Crittenden when the storm 
hit and did not realize the 
devastation until he tried to 
make it home to check on 
his wife and grandkids. 

“He said he was about to 
have a heat attack,” Arce 
said. “He was driving over 
mattresses and all kinds of 
debris. He was thinking, 
‘Oh my God, am I going to 
find my family hurt or is my 
house going to be gone?”’ 

Not able to reach her 
parents by phone, Arce 
drove 20 minutes from 
Erlanger to the Harvesters. 

“I was panicking driving 


there and then to walk into 
what looked like a war 
zone,” she said. “You don’t 
take things for granted. It 
was a big reality check.” 

Arce, who now lives in 
the Harvesters herself, said 
her parents were impacted 
financially and just recently 
got their home fixed. 

“For the people who are 
helping, I don’t honestly 
think they realize how big a 
help it is,” she said about 
Impact Kentucky. 

Another Harvesters resi¬ 
dent, Tracy Walker was on 
her way home from her 
daughter’s school with her 
four children and her daugh¬ 
ter’s best friend just prior to 
the tornado hitting. 

Walker had just put up 


groceries when heard that 
bad weather was approach¬ 
ing. 

Immediately, everyone 
went downstairs. 

“The lights went out and 
I took them in the laundry 
room,” she said. “I took the 
comforters and pillows that 
were on the bed in my 
mom’s room and put that 
over them. I then just prayed 
over them. My little 2-year- 
old was crying really loud 
so I think that drowned out 
some of the noise. I heard it 
and I could feel the pressure 
of the tornado because I had 
my foot against the laundry 
door.” 

“It was amazing that 
God answered my prayers 
to protect my family,” 
Walker said. “It’s really 
hard still. My 14-year-old is 
afraid of the storms and 
now when it gets dark or it 
rains she asks, ‘Mommy, 
are we going to have anoth¬ 
er tornado?’ It’s impacted 
us all. I even get scared. I 
just try to not let them 
know.” 

In the aftermath, 
Walker’s home sustained 
$27,000 worth of damage, 
but she said it still was not 
hit as hard as some of her 
neighbors. 

The home needed a new 
roof, siding and storm 
doors. 

As she watched her 
5-year-old son William and 
2-year-old son Elijah 
attempt to knock down 
bowling pins at the Impact 
Kentucky carnival, Walker 
said it makes her feel won¬ 
derful to see others willing 
to help victims of the tor¬ 
nado. 

“Everyday I thank God 
for another day,” she said. 
“If it wasn’t for Him, we 
wouldn’t be here. It’s amaz¬ 
ing how people can come 
together to help each other 
out.”
